For an entire century now 
Didsbury has been served by a 
weekly newspaper. 

The Didsbury Review' will 
celebrate the important birth¬ 
day this month - 100 years af¬ 
ter the first Didsbury Pioneer 
rolled off the presses. 

"With the emergence of new 
medias like the Internet and tel¬ 
evision news people have al¬ 
ways wondered about what the 
future of newspapers would be. 
Ironically the strength of print 
media has continued to grow 
despite the advancement in 
technologies," said Gene 
Hartmann, publisher of the 
Didsbury Review. 

"Our paper remains the 
heartbeat of our community 
now as it has been years ago. 
It's purpose hasn't changed." 

Didsbury had a population 
of about 250 in February 1903 
when Mr. G.E. Grow started the 
Didsbury Pioneer. The paper 
quickly changed hands twice - 
first to A.J. Thomas who in 
turn sold the publication to 
H E. Osmond in 1904. 

Osmond, who operated the 
newspaper for 18 years, was 
politically active in Didsbury 
and served as mayor from 1914 
to 1917 until he resigned due 
to a "lack of interest in munici¬ 
pal affairs”. 

The average size of the pa¬ 
per while Osmond owned it was 
four pages and it featured large 
advertisements announcing the 
sale of livestock. Osmond used 
redi-print pages that came from 
Regina and there was often a 
staff of five working to put the 
paper out.

Currie sold both publica¬ 
tions to Martin Neck in 1971. 
Two years later he sold the 
business to Miller McCoy - who 
still resides in Didsbury. 

McCoy published the pio¬ 
neer and eventually began a 
second free publication in Dids¬ 
bury called the Didsbury 
Booster. 

After a year of producing 
both publications he amalga¬ 
mated the two papers under the 
name Didsbury Booster. 

The Booster was printed in 
the old lead or Linotype man¬ 
ner. Each page was approxi¬ 
mately six columns wide and 
20 inches long. Lead slugs 
were made for each line and 
then placed on a large galley. 
Each galley had to be carried 
over to the press and run off 
for the number of papers that 
were being distributed. Each 
page could take over an hour 
to print. When McCoy took 
over the paper he spent an es¬ 
timated $30,000 on an offset 
machine that allowed the pa¬ 
per to be printed and set faster 
and easier. 

The paper was sold to John 
Davis in 1977 who changed the 
name of the paper back to the 
Pioneer. 

Gene and Brad Hartmann 
purchased the Pioneer in the 
spring of 1986. Gene 
Hartmann became sole propri¬ 
etor in January 1997. 

The way the paper is pro¬ 
duced and showcased now dif¬ 
fers immensely from yester¬ 
year. Pages are paginated and 
sent electronically to Wain- 
wright where it is printed. Ar¬ 
ticles are featured on the 
Internet and the paper went to 
a full-colour format last year. 

"It's a privilege to be a part 
of something that is bigger 
than you are," said Hartmann. 
"The weekly newspaper will 
continue to serve the commu¬ 
nity long after this centennial 
is celebrated. There have been 
many publishers before me and 
there will be many more after¬ 
wards."

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Olds lifeguard saves drowning six-year-old boy 



called for a stretcher and said "he is not 
breathing." 

"His (the boy) toes were blue, his face 
was white, it was awful," she said. 

"There were so many people in the 
way, 1 tried to get the people to give them 
room and kept telling myself, pray, just 
pray." 

She said the lifeguard went right to 
work, calmly trying to resuscitate the 
boy. 

"When he cried it was music to all 
our ears. I heard "there’s a breath, 
there’s a breath, (from the lifeguard) 
and then after a little while, to hear him 
cry was great." 

"I think my son is a hero! 

"I was really impressed with how the 
lifeguard responded and the attention 
they gave to the boy. 

"I really felt they (Olds Aquatic life¬ 
guards) handled themselves very well, 
very calmly. After it was all over I saw 
the main lifeguard obviously shaken and 
in fact, when I saw him talking to who 
I think is the mother, he was crying - it 
was very moving," she said. 

"They did their job well." 

Mountain View Regional Emergency 
Services responded to the 911 call and 
took over the care of the boy, transport¬ 
ing him to Olds Hospital and then trans¬ 
ported him to the Children's Hospital 
in Calgary, in stable condition, for pre¬ 
cautionary observation. 

Lifeguards at the pool did not want 
to comment about the incident. 

Stewart Ray, Director of Community 
Services for the Town of Olds said the 
family of the little boy has called to let 
pool staff know their son is okay. Ray 
said as far as anyone can guess, the boy 
jumped off the diving board and couldn’t 
recover.

A dramatic rescue saved the life of a 
six-year-old boy, when he was pulled 
from the water, not breathing, by a life¬ 
guard at Olds Aquatic Centre, Thurs¬ 
day afternoon. 

Lifeguard Trevor Wilde gave mouth 
to mouth resuscitation to the boy for 
an undetermined amount of time as wit¬ 
nesses - two people believed to be his 
parents and numerous fellow swim¬ 
mers, many of them children who were 
out of school due to Teachers' Conven¬ 
tion - watched in silence, waiting for any 
sign of life from the boy. 

There was a collective sigh from wit¬ 
nesses as sounds of the child's cry ech¬ 
oed through the pool after what seemed 
an eternity. 

One witness, who asked her name to 
be withheld, said her nine-year-old son 
was diving for rings at the bottom of 
the pool when he saw the boy floating 
at the bottom, not moving. He told her 
and she notified lifeguards. 

"He saw someone was down and he 
swam over to me and said Mom, Mom, 
there is someone at the bottom of the 
pool'. 1 got the lifeguard's attention and 
lie went over to look. Right away he 
blew his whistle and dove in and got 
him." 

She said a man who she believes was 
the boy's father realised it was his son 
being rescued when another lifeguard 
told everyone to get out of the water. 

The man swam over as the lifeguard

faults on the loan, the debt 
would be cost shared by the 
other towns. 

"The towns would pick up 
their share,” said Johnsrude. 

The County decided to bor¬ 
row the $3 million from Al¬ 
berta Municipal Financing 
Corporation rather than have 
MVSH borrow from a finan¬ 
cial institution. 

“It will impact our debt 
limit which was $22 million 
in 2001,” said Johnsrude, 
adding MVC does not have 
much debt accumulated at 
this time. 

"There may be some 
projects Mountain View will 
have to go into debt for this 
year,” said Johnsrude who 
thinks the affect of the loan 
will be minimal. 

MVSH must agree to make 
timely payments on the loan. 

The loan through the Al¬ 
berta Municipal Financing 
Corporation will be over a 25 
year term with a fixed inter¬ 
est rate. 

“We don’t know if interest 
rates will go up or down,” 
said Councillor Linda 
Burrell, adding there is more 
security with a 25 year plan. 

MVSH is projecting a long 
term debt of $2,843,346 which 
Council has rounded up to $3 
million.

Didsbury had a similar pro¬ 
gram in place in early 1993 
called the Didsbury Urban 
Crime Watch. The program at 
its peak had 30 to 40 volun¬ 
teers that patrolled Didsbury 
streets on almost a nightly 
basis. It was created after the 
Community Policing Advisory 
Committee expressed an in¬ 
terest in forming a partner¬ 
ship with the RCMP to ad¬ 
dress problems like break- 
and-enters, vandalism, im¬ 
paired driving and young of¬ 
fenders. 

Losey said the program 
will help business owners and 
residents feel safer in their 
community. 

"1 think something like this 
is important for business 
owners. They will have secu¬ 
rity in knowing that someone 
is watching their business. 
The same with residents. Peo¬ 
ple will have more security 
knowing that people are driv¬ 
ing around. 

A meeting will be held for 
those interested in volunteer¬ 
ing for the program on March 
12 at 7:30 p.m. at a yet to he 
decided location. 


With an organizational 
structure now established, 
Didsbury s Citizens on Patrol 
are looking for a few good 
men and women. 

The recruiting of volun¬ 
teers, who are willing to do¬ 
nate as little as four hours a 
month, has begun and the 
program will be launched af¬ 
ter two people sign up to pa¬ 
trol Didsbury's streets. 

"As soon as we have two 
volunteers, we will have one 
night covered," said commit¬ 
tee member Landon Losey. 
"And we will basically take it 
from there." 

Organizers of the program 
are hoping to have enough vol¬ 
unteers to implement the pro¬ 
gram every night of the 
month. 

Losey said Olds has ap¬ 
proximately 70 volunteers in 
there program and the Dids¬ 
bury community policing 
group will strive to reach 
similar volunteer numbers.

Didsbury by vehicle, armed 
with radios and scanners and 
would call in suspect activity

During an impromptu 
County Council meeting last 
Tuesday, councillors gave 
first reading to a borrowing 
bylaw that will see Mountain 
View County borrowing $3 
million dollars for the con¬ 
struction of the new seniors 
lodge in Didsbury. 

“We will lend those funds 
to Mountain View Senior’s 
Housing (MVSH) for their 
project,” said County Com¬ 
missioner Harold Johnsrude. 

Councillors were a little 
leery about borrowing the 
money for the group. 

"We need a strong agree¬ 
ment with the other munici¬ 
palities so Mountain View 
County is not hung with this 
debt,” said Councillor Pat 
James. 

"The debt is shared with all 
municipalities even though 
we are the only ones who 
show it on our books.” 

The County will ensure 
that in the event MVSH de¬

"Not all of the $3 million 
would be used,” said 
Johnsrude. 

Council will continue to 
discuss the issue before the 
bylaw is passed and plans to 
have each town council sign 
an agreement. 

Plans for the new Aspen 
Ridge Lodge have been 
underway for over a year and 
construction is expected to 
start later this year. 

The Town of Carstairs will 
be looking closely at the is¬ 
sue when they receive more 
information from the County 
and MVSH.

For 100 years a newspaper has 
served the community of Dids- 
bury. Through recession, fire, 
name changes, different owner- 
ship, different staff, different 
councils, different people and dif- 
ferent stories the newspaper has 
endured in the community for 
century now. 

Newspapers play an important 
role in our communities. From 
week to week they present is¬ 
sues, personalities and allow the 
exchange of ideas through letters, 
and editorials. Some journalists, 
who are very proud of their profession, would tell you their 
job is important because it is they who keep politicians ac¬ 
countable, businesses fair - that they are there to protect the 
public interest. They would point to Watergate as the profes¬ 
sion's crowning glory. I wouldn’t argue with that. But I like to 
think about the role of the media, and more specifically this 
small town paper, as one that creates a snapshot of our com¬ 
munity from week to week. Journalists do not just write about 
things that will affect us in the future, they document the 
present and preserve our past. I think about the Paper’s Project 
currently being undertaken by the Didsbury and District His¬ 
torical Society - a complete record of all of Didsbury’s newspa¬ 
pers documents what happened from year to year and week to 
week. Those newspapers have become tools for research and 
are probably the best insight about how the pioneers of this 
community lived and how this town evolved. 

Each week, when the paper is finished on Monday, I breathe 
a sigh of relief that another edition is done and a week-long 
job is finished. But it is also the beginning of a new job to find 
new stories about our community. Some stories find us. Some¬ 
how a paper has always been produced despite slow weeks or 
challenges. Even when the newspaper plant was completely 
destroyed by fire in 1948 issues rolled off the presses thanks to 
other publishers who stepped in to help from Olds and Car- 
stairs. 

The newspaper will deal with new challenges in the next 
100 years. But I like to think that in 100 years from now. 
another editor will be able to look this paper up and learn 
about us - Didsbury 2003.

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Who foots the hill for public sector raises

So, now it’s the nurses turn! They’re the lat¬ 
est group of public sector employees in Alberta 
who want a raise. Teachers in the province got 
a raise last year, which translated locally into a 
149 increase. The nurses, who’s present con¬ 
tract expires at the end of March, feel that it’s 
now their turn for a similar raise. But, they’re 
asking for 22^ (when you factor in a 39 per 
year cost of living increase, and triple time for 
any mandatory overtime worked. They’re pres¬ 
ently paid double-time)! 

Nurses are right to think that they’ll get a 
raise - just like teachers did. But, they’d be wise 
to heed the experience of teachers in dealing with 
the Alberta Government. It, for the most part, 
told school divisions last year, “sure, pay your 
teachers more - but you’re going to have to find 
the extra money needed to do this from your 
existing operating budget.” 

The end result for Alberta’s educational sys¬ 
tem is that there’ll be fewer teachers, but they'll 
be better paid! Nurses can likely expect more of 
the same. 

It’s easy to be sympathetic to the plight of 
employees who are paid out of the public purse - 
at least at first! The problem is, it’s really you 
and I who ultimately have to foot the bill. In the 
nurses’ case, meeting all of their present con¬ 
tract demands will mean Albertans having to 
come up with $237 million over the next two 
years. We’re fortunate that we live in a province 
that earns most of its revenue from oil and gas 
royalties. 

Otherwise, it would be taxpayers directly who 
would have to pony up the funds through an 
increase in their taxes. 

“What's the big deal, Alberta’s rich,” nurses 
and teachers say. But as we’re now seeing, where 
does it end! Doctors will no doubt be the next 
group to ask for a raise based on the precedent 
set with the province’s teachers and nurses. 
They’ll want a big raise too. Who can really 


blame them though! After all, what’s fair for one 
is fair for another, right! Public sector employ¬ 
ees don’t generate wealth! While they do service 
the private sector, they themselves are a debit 
rather than a credit when it comes to Alberta’s 
financial balance sheet. This may sound cold, 
but it’s the truth! 

The fact of the matter is that most small busi¬ 
nesses, and all farmers, would be more than 
happy to receive an annual three per cent in¬ 
crease in their revenue to compensate for in¬ 
creased costs over the same period! 

What with increases for essentials like utili¬ 
ties, fuel and supplies (not to mention increased 
federal taxes) there’s not much money left after 
all the bills have been paid. When there is, it’s 
called “profit.” The average farm income in 
Canada last year was less than $20,000. Clearly, 
there’s not a lot of profit there! 

Every area of government spending is a pri¬ 
ority as far as public sector employees are con¬ 
cerned - when it comes to negotiating their 
wages. Nurses are right though in asking the 
Alberta government to standardize the ratio of 
nurses to patients. In fact, this is what should 
be done with education also. There should be so 
many patients in a ward per nurse and so many 
students in a classroom for every teacher. This 
would ensure that the health and educational 
needs of all Albertans are met - regardless of 
where they live. It would also help to improve 
working conditions for nurses and teachers 
alike. A raise should be based on performance 
not “just cauz!” In addition to the number of 
years worked and the level of education achieved; 
competence, performance and merit should be 
the criteria for determining salaries for all pub¬ 
lic sector employees, especially teachers and 
nurses. What we need to do is make sure that 
the needs of those receiving social services, and 
those delivering them, are met affordably. Be¬ 
cause in the end, we all pay!

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Resident recommends 
once-a-year credit checks 


Dear Editor, 

Once a year you should re¬ 
quest a credit rating check 
(this is free) from Equafax. 1- 
800-465-7166. Your credit can 
be compromised quite easily 
by companies that send false 
bills to collection agencies 
without your knowledge. This 
happened to me - it can hap¬ 
pen to you! To receive a call 
from a collection agency can 
be very intimidating and sad 
as it is, there are people out 
there that pay - even though 
they don't owe. They fear 
their credit rating will be af¬ 
fected so they pay and then 
try and deal with the problem 
in hopes of getting their 
money back. 

In December I received 
phone messages left on my 
voice mail. Because they only 
identified themselves as a fi¬ 
nancial institute I perceived it 
to be a solicitation 
telemarketer. I erased the 
message without calling the 
number they left on the voice 
mail. This went on each day 
for four days. Eventually, I 
contacted them at the 1-888 
number to tell them to stop 
calling me. To my horror I 
found out that the financial 
institute was in fact a collec¬ 
tion agency. They said I owed 
$700.00 for a bill from Star 
Choice Satellite dish and serv¬ 
ice. I told the lady that I don't 
have Star Choice, I have Bell 
Express View. The financial 
institute had the right phone 
number and address but the 
name given was slightly dif¬ 
ferent than mine. After many 
questions and phone calls it 
turns out that Star Choice 
submitted an invoice to them 
for collection without ever 
contacting me. I had never 
received a bill, statement or

Once the credit bureau 
gets the notice your credit 
rating will be downgraded for 
up to 7 years! 7 years on the 
"bad" list. Any attempt at get¬ 
ting a loan, or anything to do 
with finances and possibly a 
job loss because of bad debtor 
status could affect you. Seri¬ 
ous business to be sure. 

Even though this was not 
my account and a full inves¬ 
tigation is underway to find 
out why Star Choice choose 
not to contact me first to 
verify the information. I want 
to know where they got the 
information in the first place. 
What if I was away, on as¬ 
signment - what then? What 
a hassle they put me through. 
I called and got a rating from 
Equafax to make sure that 
my good credit rating was 
not affected in any way. I am 
now awaiting a full review 
from both the Consumer 
Branch - Alberta Government 


Services and Star Choice. 

This is what you should 
and should not do if you have 
a similar thing happen to you:

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Fostering a new relationship between Town and County

Chambers of Commerce 
within Mountain View County 
(MVC) have committed them¬ 
selves to being the vehicle of 
change that will lead urban and 
rural councils to a new, height¬ 
ened level of relationship - leav¬ 
ing behind the old model of 
town vs. county. 

It is no secret the long his¬ 
tory of animosity between the 
councils of MVC and its urban 
centres. 

There is nothing new in in¬ 
formation outlining gross ineq¬ 
uities of wealth that has MVC 
sitting pretty with $12 million 
in reserves while every urban 
centre within its boundaries 
struggle, in debt, to provide in¬ 
frastructure and recreation to 
everyone - rural and urban. 

Chambers of Commerce from 
Sundre, Carstairs, Olds and 
Didsbury and administration 
and political representatives 
from each of their councils as 
well as Cremona discussed pos¬ 
sibilities, at a meeting in Olds, 
Feb. 18. 

This meeting of the minds 
focused on the potential pros¬ 
perity not disparity. 

They did not discuss fact 
sheets outlining levels of debt 
compared to tax base between 
towns and county. 

For the first time, no one 
addressed the real financial 
hardships experienced by the 
urban centres or the fact that 
the county sits on virtually all 
the industrial tax base in this 
area. 

This meeting wasn’t about 
that. 

It was about developing a 
regional partnership where 
towns and MVC work together 
for the betterment of the whole 
region. 

Sounds impossible? 

It’s not, said Grant 
Schwartzenberger, a member of 
SPOG (Sundre Petroleum Op¬ 


erators Group) who was in¬ 
vited to facilitate the first of 
what could be many such meet¬ 
ings. 

“There is a lot of baggage 
and mistrust between the 
towns and county and you need 
to find a common direction to 
form synergy,” he said. 

By using the SPOG model, 
Jim McAllister, Sundre and 
District Chamber of Commerce, 
believes all the parties will be 
able to envision a new future. 

McAllister has seen how 
SPOG diffused the war between 
landowners and oil men. He 
believes this model could do the 
same for these two groups. 

“SPOG took parties that 
were warring 10 times worse 
than what is going on between 
the county and our towns. It 
was a much bloodier fight, I 
have seen them iron things out 
and I believe this model will do 
the same for us,” said 
McAllister. 

“There are many points of 
aggravation, we could continue 
to call each other names and 
fight or we could sit down and 
start building some kind of 


joint effort.” 

All parties agreed to do the 
latter - which is the first suc¬ 
cessful baby step. 

Breaking the vicious cycle of 
back talking and learning to be 
nice to each other will be the 
second and third step. 

“If you come out of this 
group and go to the coffee shop 
and start talking down the 
other people in the group then 
that is it - its over,” warned 
Schwartzenberger. 

Warren Smith, Olds town 
councillor, was first to com¬ 
mend the county for attending 
the meeting. 

“I would say that the recent 
attempts made by the county in 
sharing the costs are com¬ 
mendable and it is important we 
look to the future and be as 
prepared as possible for the 
opportunities inherent in our 
geographical location. 

Didsbury Mayor, Dorothy 
Moore feels the same. 
“I’m excited this might be 
something that could have pro¬ 
found and immediate results. I 
love the idea it is set up by the 
chambers and not political en¬

titles.” 

Pat James, MVC councillor 
said he can see this is a worth¬ 
while pursuit. 

“We have always been able 
to see their point, that’s never 
been an issue. What is our is¬ 
sue is that we are representing 
our ratepayers and they expect 
us to defend their position. 
Sometimes that can lead to con¬ 
troversy. Maybe this approach 
will work, I don’t know - we 
will have to work with it and 
wait and see. 

Steven Stiles, Carstairs and 
District Chamber of Commerce, 
is confident the Chambers are 
the right group bring about 
change. 

“The chambers in this area 
are all urban and district. We 
include the rural and urban 
businesses and we have seen 
the inequities of wealth.” 


He said chambers in this 
area have witnessed county and 
town attempts to resolve their 
issues without success. 

“We can be the catalyst to 
bring these people together to 
develop a different approach.” 

Future meetings will focus 
on gaining mutual benefits, he 
said. 

All parties are looking at 
potential growth of the Edmon¬ 
ton/Calgary corridor and the 
idea to form a partnership 
where all parties can start deal¬ 
ing with issues on a regional 
basis is a necessity. 

“The county is looking at 
the growth potential of the Ed¬ 
monton to Calgary corridor 
and clearly that development is 
going to take place. The county 
realises that there has to be 
towns to service those indus¬ 
tries.”

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Council votes to support health alignment with Calgary

Didsbury Town Council voted Monday night to 
support an alignment with the Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion. 

In a 3-2 vote, a motion to officially seek a place 
within the Calgary Health Authority was passed, pro¬ 
viding an answer to MLA Richard Marz who was seek¬ 
ing clarity on the issue. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore, and Councillors Harry 
Penner and Cheryl Dahl were in favour of seeking 
status under the Calgary umbrella, while Councillors 
Gary Dolha and Judy Kaupp believed Didsbury may 
have a more secure future in the Red Deer Region. 
Councillors Clem Kuelker and Peter Versluys were 
absent from the regular Council meeting. 

Moore, who passed a petition for a Calgary move 
on to Health and Wellness Minister Gary Mar for the 
local residents who started it, said she hoped that by 
being with the Calgary Health Authority, the Dids¬ 
bury Hospital may be used in a “satellite” fashion. 
She said Leduc cared for Edmonton patients that re¬ 
quired more time to heal after surgeries. 

Moore also pointed to a long history of residents 
wanting to amalgamate with the Calgary Region. 

“People have told us over and over again what they 
wanted and they want to be aligned with Calgary.

The petition that was delivered to Mar contained 
1,641 names. Those names, however, were collected 
in municipalities like Crossfield and Cremona as well 
as Didsbury. 

While some Councillors had concerns about misin¬ 
formation that went along with the petition, Penner 
said he believed it was a good representation of the 
wishes of the local people. 

“This petition represents the people,” he said. “I 
think it is our duty to go along with it.” 

Penner also believed Didsbury would have a better 
chance at becoming a "satellite” hospital in the Calgary 
Region. 

Kaupp, who sits on the Mountain View Seniors 
Housing board, said there would be implications to 
Didsbury’s new lodge if the town was moved into the 
Calgary region. She said that a six-year contract had 
just been signed with the David Thompson Health 
Region and that Calgary doesn’t provide funding for 
Personal Care Attendants. She said Council should 
have dealt with the issue much earlier to come up 


with a more informed decision. 

Before Council debated the issue, elected Health 
Authority #5 board member Grant Hemming said 
while nobody would be able to predict what the future 
would hold for Didsbury and its hospital in either re¬ 
gion, he thought Didsbury would have a louder voice 
with Red Deer - the region the municipality is cur¬ 
rently aligned with. 

He added Didshury would have a better chance of 
having representation at the board level. 

“Didsbury is less than one per cent of the popula¬ 
tion of Calgary. Do you think they are going to have a 
board member from Didsbury? I don’t think so,” said 
Hemming. 

Local MLA Richard Marz said he will request to 
Mar that each hospital area have representation on a 
board. Earlier he stated he would be endorsing elected 
candidates to sit on the new boards. 

The province announced they would change the 
number of health regions in the province late last year 
from 17 to nine.

There is only an hour and a half be¬ 
fore the opening ceremonies begin at the 
Alberta Legislature, but MLA Richard 
Marz’s mind is on business. 

He is on the phone talking about is¬ 
sues currently affecting his constituency 
- one being the Didsbury High School 
which is waiting for Infrastructure dol¬ 
lars to be rebuilt. 

He finishes a series of phone calls in 
rapid succession in time for a quick tour 
of the building. 

He then announces he must take his 
seat in time for the Opening Ceremo¬ 
nies about to get underway. 

He walks in with other MLAs of the 
Progressive Conservative party, finds 
his desk, which is raised higher than 
the others because of his height, and 
sits down. 

The ceremonies begin, Lieutenant 
Governor of Alberta Lois Hole enters 
the Chamber and gives a Throne Speech 
that lasts about three-quarters of an 
hour. The speech is about the future 
plans of the government and how the 
initiatives will alleviate present con¬ 
cerns. 

Marz is happy with what he hears. 

Particularly he was pleased with the 
references to helping provide “safety 
nets that allow farmers and ranchers 
to make the best management decisions 
for their operations." 


“We are always looking at ways we 
can make the system more responsive 
for farmers,” said Marz. 

Marz was also pleased to hear the 
initiative about posting waiting lists on 
the Internet for patients to see men¬ 
tioned. He said the Alberta Government 
is continuing to look at how waiting 
lists can be addressed. 

“I think if we are able to keep our 
patients informed, it will enable them 
to make better decisions for them¬ 
selves,” he said. 

The Alberta Government’s plan about 
establishing a stabalization fund will 
allow the province some stability in fund¬ 
ing different initiative. Marz said sur¬ 
pluses and deficits has had an affect on 
how money has been spent in the past. 

The stabalization fund would help 
prevent programs from being cut, said 
Marz. 

Although Marz hasn’t heard an offi¬ 
cial word about how the government will 
proceed with issues like the Didsbury 
High School, he was pleased to hear 
about the commitment to improving 
Alberta’s infrastructure. 

Days after giving her Speech from the 
Throne. Hole learned that she had can¬ 
cer and vowed publicly she would fight 
it while keeping her position. 

Marz said the much-loved woman, 
who was the guest speaker at the May¬ 
or's Prayer breakfast in Didsbury last 
year would receive support and wishes 
from the local constituency.

Head-on collision 
on 2A lakes life of 
local woman 


Seewalt will be 
remembered as a 
loving mother

A head-on collision between 
a half-ton truck and a Ford Es¬ 
cort took the life of Susan 
Seewalt. 41, of Didsbury, at 11 
p.m., Feb. 16. 

Seewalt was pronounced 
dead at the scene on Highway 
2A, 1 km north of 582, approxi¬ 
mately 75 km north of Calgary, 
while the driver of the north¬ 
bound truck was taken to 
Calgary Foothills Hospital by 
STARS, a passenger of the 
truck was transported to Olds 
Hospital. Both had noo-life- 
threatening injuries, said 
Const. Lappai of the Didsbury 
RCMP. 

Seewalt was driving home 
from work when the collision 
happened, said her brother-in- 
law, Dennis Seewalt, also of 
Didsbury. 

"This is a devastating and 
tragic loss for everyone who 
knew Susan. She was very lov¬ 
ing and if you were in need she 
would be the first one to ofTer 
her hand." 

Her daughter, Melissa 
Brauer, 24, of Carstairs, said 
her mom will be missed by 
many people. 


"She was a great mom, al¬ 
ways there for us," said Brauer, 
adding Seewalt worked with 
Calgary group homes and fos¬ 
ter parents for the past 13 
years. 

"My mom will be missed by 
many people. She did a lot of 
work in group homes and 
helped foster parents by clean¬ 
ing, babysitting and taking 
care of handicapped children. 
They were all part of our lives 
and our family," said Brauer. 

Seewalt currently worked in 
Olds at the Garden Market. She 
had just recently been promoted 
to front-end supervisor and 
had just completed her first shift 
in the new position before the 
accident. 

"Monday (Family Day) was 
a tragic day for all her 
coworkers," said Marj 
Lapointe, administrative man¬ 
ager at Olds Garden Market. 
"This is a terrible loss, when 
you work together like this you 
become a family." 

RCMP would not release the 
names of the driver or passen¬ 
ger of the truck, saying only 
that the driver was an 18-year- 
old from Didsbury and the pas¬ 
senger was an 18-year-old fe¬ 
male from Olds. RCMP con¬ 
tinue to investigate, no charges 
have been laid at this time. 
Seewalt is survived by her hus¬ 
band Brian, daughter Melissa 
and granddaughter Brooke, 5 
and son Steven, 21.

After deducting from this cost the amount of Two 
Million Three Hundred Twenty-one Thousand Dollars ($2,321,000) to be received by 
way of grants/reserve funds/donations, and the Goods and Services Rebate, the net 
maximum amount to be borrowed on the credit and security of Mountain View County 
at large by the issue of debentures is Three Million Dollars ($3,000,000). Mountain 
View County is proposing to provide a loan to Mountain View Seniors’ Housing to 
undertake and complete construction of the foresaid project. The debentures are to be 
repayable to the Alberta Municipal Financing Corporation in twenty-five (25) equal 
consecutive annual installments of combined principal and interest, the annual interest 
not to exceed twelve per cent (12%), or the interest rate as fixed from time to time by 
the Alberta Municipal Financing Corporation.

Children’s health 
over dandelions, 
says DEAB

Health of local children 
should come before removing 
dandelions from Town parks 
and green spaces, said DEAB 
member Jason Whitfield during 
a presentation he made at the 
Didsbury Library last week. 

A handful of local citizens 
and Councillors showed up to 
listen to the DEAB presentation 
about the negative effects pes¬ 
ticides have. 

"Children have a lower tol¬ 
erance to pesticides. They are 
closer to the contamination," 
Whitfield said, adding that it is 
more-often children that would 
be playing on the land that is 
being sprayed. 

Whitfield added children 
have higher hand to mouth con¬ 
tact and are more exposed to 
pesticides at playgrounds and 
even indoors where pesticides 
can live in carpets. 

Whitfield said he believes the 
main weed that is complained 
about and sprayed in Didsbury 
is the dandelion. 

He said that people need to 
question themselves about 
what their values are - the risk 
of children or unsightly weeds. 
Dandelions are a plant that 
people can coexist with, he said. 
Whitfield also talked about 
ways turf health could be im¬ 
proved in Didsbury, and how 
that would prevent weeds. 

"There is basic maintenance 
that hasn’t been done to Dids¬ 


bury parks,” said Whitfield 
pointing to a need to aerate, 
dethatch, fertilize and over-seed 
Town turf. 

"Healthy parks would go a 
long way in preventing dande¬ 
lions from establishing them¬ 
selves," he said. 

He also pointed to other 
methods of reducing weeds. 
Vinegar or hot water can be ef¬ 
fective in killing unwanted 
plants. 

Town Councillor Gary 
Dolha wondered if it would be 
a better allocation of funds to 
impliment these new proce¬ 
dures rather than footing the 
bill for another spraying pro¬ 
gram. 

The DEAB presentation pre¬ 
cedes a Town of Didsbury Open 
House which will be held on 
March 5 at 7 p.m. at the 5-0 
Club. Didsbury Town Council 
has decided to undergo a pub¬ 
lic consultation before deciding 
what to do in the pesticide situ¬ 
ation. 

While DEAB is pushing for 
a policy dealing with the use of 
pesticides, some Town Council¬ 
lors have expressed a concern 
that such a policy would elimi¬ 
nate the use of pesticides alto¬ 
gether and thus would elimi¬ 
nate a tool to deal with weed 
problems. 

The issue will be sent again 
to Op. Services after the public 
has had their say on the issue. 
The issue will then be sent to 
Council once again. 


Local women fast in 
opposing Iran war

Women from the Bergthal 
Mennonite Church are fasting 
for peace as the United States 
continues to suggest a war with 
Iraq is in the close future.

Tiessen, an organizer of the fast 
from the Winnipeg office, said 
she didn't expect t he fast to grow 


the way it did. She said initially 
she thought the fast would in¬ 
clude hundreds of people across 
Canada. 

"Initially we thought this 
would just be happening in 
Canada, but it really took off. 
It's really neat that it has 
spread to countries like Singa¬ 
pore, Nigeria and Brazil." 

Epp-Tiessen said the fast will 
end on March 5 and will have 
included seven Wednesdays in 
all. She said it was planned that 
the fast would end on the last 
Wednesday leading up to Inter¬ 
national Women's Day on 
March 8. 

While fasting is a spiritual 
exercise, Epp-Tiessen said she 
hopes the fast catches the at¬ 
tention of government. 

"We want to send a message 
to the government that war is 
not the way to go and that we 
should seek peace."

QUESTION: In your book, "Love Must Be Tough,” 
you suggested some ways unmarried people can build 
healthy relationships and not smother each other. Would 
you share those again and apply the “tough love” prin¬ 
ciple to those of us who are not married? 

DR. DOBSON: The principles of loving toughness are 
the same for those who are single as for those who have 
been married for decades. 

There are circumstances, however, that are specific to 
the courtship period. 

Let me cite 17 suggestions that will help you avoid 
the common pitfalls among those who are trying to win 
the heart of another. 

1. Don’t let a relationship move too fast in its infancy. 
The phrase “too hot not to cool down” has validity. Ro¬ 
mantic affairs that begin in a frenzy frequently burn them¬ 
selves out. 

Take it one step at a time. 

2. Don’t discuss your personal inadequacies and flaws 
in great detail when the relationship is new. No matter 
how warm and accepting your friend may be, any great 
revelation of low self-esteem or embarrassing weaknesses 
can be fatal when interpersonal “valleys” occur. And they 
will occur. 

3. Remember that respect precedes love. Build it stone 
upon stone. 

4. Don’t call too often on the phone or give the other 
person an opportunity to get tired of you. 

5. Don’t be too quick to reveal your desire to get mar¬ 
ried — or that you think you’ve just found Mr. Wonder¬ 
ful or Miss Marvelous. If your partner has not arrived 
at the same conclusion, you’ll throw him or her into 
panic. 

6. Most important: Relationships are constantly be¬ 
ing “tested” by cautious lovers who like to nibble at the 
bait before swallowing the hook. This testing procedure 
takes many forms, but it usually involves pulling back 
from the other person to see what will happen. Perhaps 
a foolish fight is initiated. 

Maybe two weeks will pass without a phone call. Or 
sometimes flirtation occurs with a rival. In each instance, 
the question being asked is, “How important am I to 
you, and what would you do if you lost me?” 

An even more basic issue lies below that one. It wants 
to know, “How free am I to leave if I want to?” It is 
incredibly important in these instances to appear poised, 
secure and equally independent. 

Do not grasp the other person and beg for mercy. 

Some people remain single throughout life because they 
cannot resist the temptation to grovel when the test oc¬ 
curs. 

7. Extending the same concept, keep in mind that vir¬ 
tually every dating relationship that continues for a year 
or more and seems to be moving toward marriage will be 
given the ultimate test. 

A breakup will occur, motivated by only one of the 
lovers. 

The rejected individual should know that their future 
together depends on the skill with which he or she han¬ 
dles that crisis. 

If the hurting individual can remain calm, the next 
two steps may be reconciliation and marriage. It often 
happens that way. If not, then no amount of pleading 
will change anything. 

8. Do not depend entirely upon each other for the sat¬ 
isfaction of every emotional need. Maintain interests and 
activities outside that romantic relationship, even after 
marriage. 

9. Guard against selfishness in your love affair. Nei¬ 
ther the man nor the woman should do all the giving. I 
once broke up with a girl because she let me take her to 
nice places, bring her flowers, buy her lunch, etc. I wanted 
to do these things but expected her to reciprocate in some 
way. 

She didn’t.

We have Kyoto - now what? 


"The more things change, 
the more they are the same." 
"History unheeded is bound to 
repeat." Do these sayings ring 
a bell? 

Canada has ratified the 
Kyoto Protocol - so what hap¬ 
pens now? I note that the sky 
has not fallen, there is no 
word of massive job loss, in 
fact we are told that Canada 
should increase immigration 
to make up for the retirement 
of the baby-boomers over the 
next ten years. 

The February 2003 issue of 
Oil and Gas Network, the in¬ 
dustry's information publica¬ 
tion, says that "for the period 
1996 to 2016, an unprec¬ 
edented amount of invest¬ 
ment has occurred or has 
been announced by oil sands 
developers." So where is this 
flight of capital predicted by 
Premier Ralph? Also note 
that two major producers, 
Suncor and British Petro¬ 
leum, who established their 
own emission reduction goals 
several years ago, have more 
than attained their goals and 
kept a satisfactory profit mar¬ 
gin. 

Gasoline prices have in¬ 
creased over past months but 
the experts say this has to do 
with the American push for 
war with Iraq and the situa¬ 
tion in Venezuela. 

Back in Alberta its busi¬ 
ness as usual with our Pre¬ 
mier stating on TV that the 
government's intent is to 
avoid Kyoto. However, since 
we must do something, the 
province is proposing a 
scheme of mandatory report¬ 
ing of greenhouse gas (GHG) 
emissions. Companies affected 
would be those emitting more 
than 100,000 tonnes of GHG's 
yearly and would include pe¬ 
troleum producers and refin¬ 
ers, mining, pulp and paper, 
wood products, cement, 
chemicals and fertilizer mak¬ 
ers. 

There are said to be 322 
such companies of which 86 
emit more than 100,000

tonnes of GHG yearly. How 
we arrive at these figures is 
anyone's guess since there is 
no reporting program in place 
now. 

Lets say that the 86 major 
emitters pour out an average 
of 150,000 tonnes per year, 
total 12,900,000 tonnes. Now 
lets say the non-reporters av¬ 
erage 50,000 tonnes per year, 
total 11,800,000 tonnes. It is 
easy to see that a 100,000 
tonne per year cut -off is much 
too high and would allow a 
substantial aggregate of 
smaller but significant GHG 
emitters to "fall through the 
cracks." 

It seems that the Province 
wants to make enforcement 
easy by targeting only the

largest emitters, but failing 
in the objective of Kyoto 
which is to reduce all emis¬ 
sions. 

Of course the Province's 
plan to reduce emission inten¬ 
sity rather than emissions - 
as explained in an earlier col¬ 
umn - allows real emissions 
to continue as usual. 

So we in Alberta (and 
Canada) have finally been 
wrestled to the floor by Kyoto 
but, as soon as we are off the 
mat, are looking for other 
ways to avoid our responsi¬ 
bility. 

As long as we as individu¬ 
als allow others to decide and 
to speak for us on world mat¬ 
ters, our children and grand¬ 
children will face increasing 
difficulty surviving on our 
planet.

Plans for one of Didsbury’s 
first-ever environmentally- 
friendly Trade Shows are well 
underway. 

The annual Trade Show is 
set to take place Saturday, April 
5th and Sunday, April 6th at the 
Didsbury Memorial Complex 
Arena. While the basic format 
and layout for the popular event 
will remain the same, there will 
be a few changes to the way 
waste is handled on site. 

This year’s Trade Show 
Chairperson and Chamber of 
Commerce Representative, 
Joelle Fournier, says it’s all 
part of their efforts to make this 
as “green” a trade show as pos¬ 
sible. “...That means we’ll have 
separate compost bins set up to 


handle some of the wet garbage 
along with some just for cans 
and paper goods. We’re going 
to give it a try and hopefully it 
will catch on at other events.” 

With a little over a month 
to go before the Show, Fournier 
says her biggest priorities are 
selling booths and booking en¬ 
tertainment. “Booth sales are 
going pretty good. We usually 
get about 105 booths after it’s 
all said and done. Our goal is 
to not have any empty booth 
spots at all this year.” 

Fournier says the opportu¬ 
nity to rent a booth for the 
Trade Show is open to virtu¬ 
ally anyone - businesses, or¬ 
ganizations, service groups or 
individuals. “We get bookings 


from all over, not just here in 
Didsbury. They also come from 
Red Deer, Calgary, Cochrane, as 
well as all over the County.” 

While the display booths will 
be the prime focus of the Show, 
there will (as has been the case 
in previous years) also be an 
abundance of additional enter¬ 
tainment to take in throughout 
the weekend. “Saturday will 
start out with a Pancake 
Breakfast along with the Art 
Show and Sale,” Fournier ex¬ 
plains. “Then on Sunday there 
will be complimentary swim¬ 
ming included in the cost of 
admission...and entertainment 
will be ongoing throughout the 
weekend on the Tanas Concrete 
Stage.” 


Admission for the show is 
only $3.00 with proceeds di¬ 
rected towards the cost of the 
set-up.

OBITUARY 

DOW ELL-Roy Everett Dowell was bom November 27,1926onthe family farm east ol'Carstairs. lie was the oldest 
ol three children, and the only son of John Foster Dowell and Edna Marie Dowell. Roy attended school at Bcrgthal, 
t arstairs, Burnside and Neapolis. After finishing his high school at Neapolis he enrolled in Farm Mechanics at 
SAIT. Roy worked on the thrashing crew in the area to pay for this. After completion of his course in 1947 he 
joined his lather in partnership on the farm and the dairy, and that partnership continued until his fathers passing, 
upon which Roy took o\er the running of the farm. On July 16, 1952 Roy married Gladys Sheils, oldest daughter 
ol Bruce and Dorothy Sheils of Didsbury. The couple took up residence on the family farm with Roy's father. Roy 
was active in 4-11. lie served as President of the Mountain View 4-11 council as well as President of the Calgary 
4-11 Region, and was a long time member of the Calgary 4-11 on Parade organizing committee. Roy was also on 
the organizing committee of the Carstairs 4-11 Steer Show and Sale. In 1984 Roy was presented with the Gole and 
Son’s 4-11 Volunteer award, and in 1988 was presented with the Calgary Region 4-11 Recognition award, both of 
these recognizing his contribution to 4-11 through the years. In 199.3, he was honored to receive his 25 yr. pin 
and certificate from Ted Youch, a dignitary of the 4-11 branch in Edmonton. Another of Roy's long standing 
involvement was with the Independent Order of Odd Fellows. Roy became a member of the Sunnyslope lodge 
in 1946 and when it closed he transferred to Crescent #81 lodge in Calgary. He was also a member of Alberta 
Encampment #1 and Anoka Rebekah Lodge, lie held many offices in the lodge including District Deputy, and 
in 1998 he became the Grand Master of Alberta. Also through his involvement in the IOOF Roy sat on the 
Friendship Manor board, an achievement that he was very proud of. lie was a long time member of the organizing 
committee for the annual Odd Fellows picnic at Westward Ho. Roy was also a member of the Carstairs Chamber 
ot Commerce, the Carstairs Museum, Unifarm. Lone Pine Ag. Society and the Mountain View Propane board. 
Roy retired Irom milking in 1998 when he sold the cows and the quota, and semi-retired from farming in 2001 when 
he rented out most of the farmland, but kept his hand in the cattle industry with his herd ofCharolas and Hereford 
cattle until he was called home to the Lord. Roy passed away peacefully on Thursday, February 6, 2003 at the 
ageot 76. He will be missed by his wife Gladys. Daughter, Marjorie of Calgary. Son Bruce (Colleen), grandchildren 
Jonathan, Bradley and David ol Carstairs. Son Allan (Agnes), grandchildren Jocelyn, Nicole and James of 
Carstairs. Son Dwayne (Lillian), grandchildren Daniel and Shane of Carstairs, Megan and her fiance Albert of 
Milk River and Cody ol Calgary. Daughter Bonnie (Mike) Phillips, grandchildren Tanya. Kurtis and Tim of 
Didsbury. One sister Evelyn Milne of Didsbury, Sisters-in-law, Lois (Mernus) Caseheer of Carstairs, Ann (Jim) 
Bain ol Calgary, Linda Neergaard ol Didsbury, one Aunt Amanda (Babe) Dowell of Missouri, cousins Ruben
